REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . Claims 7, 14, 24-28, and 31-35 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Claims 
7 and 14 of the present application teach similar subject matter as the prior art of 
Stewart et al. (US 6,714,964). However, claims 7 and 14 are allowed for the 
reason's pointed out by the applicant's remarks filed 08 September 2008 (page 
8, 2 nd and 3 rd paragraphs). Specifically, the prior art fails to teach "wherein the 
selection information includes a candidate list of candidate servers 
determined based at least on the laboratory information transferred from 
the order assigning system, wherein the customer service system allows a 
user to designate the desired one of the servers from the selection 
information, wherein the order assigning system uses the user designation 
as the predetermined information, and wherein the order assigning system 
determines the selected server based on the laboratory information and 
customer-specific information, wherein the laboratory information is based 
on the location of the at least one laboratory and said customer-specific 
information is a customer's address or a customer's area code". 

3. Claims 24-28, and 31-35 are allowed for being dependent on an allowable 
base claim.
